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Some Advise Going Slowly 


The new broom swept through the town hall this week, 
when, despite many re-appointments, the Selectmen made 


changes in vital town boards. 


While this was not unexpected, following the results of 
the election March 2, some residents have expressed con- 


cern lest appointments be made now that properly belong 


to the permanent town manager, 

The Selectmen hold an undated resignation from acting 
manager Victor Mill Jr. and have expressed the feeling 
that any appointments made now are merely temporary, 
until such time as the permanent manager confirms them. 
All five Board members voted to affirm that policy at 
Monday night’s meeting, when the appointments were being 


made. 


What concerns some observers is that the appointees 
of the moment will, through political implications, become 
the permanent appointees after the full-time manager takes 
over. These friendly critics claim that any new man, 
knowing that the temporary appointees must logically be 


the choice of, and probably friends of, the Selectmen, 


would hesitate to remove them lest he offend Board mem- 
bers. This would make it difficult for the new manager to 
actually make his own appointments, as specified in the 


charter. 


It is for these reasons that some residents are urging a 


‘“99 slow’’ policy in making appointments that may later 


be difficult to change. 


Town Must Be Ready To Act 


One of the pressing industrial expansion problems, 
facing the Development and Industrial Commission and 
the Selectmen, is the extension of water into the area 


near Route 93. 


This was brought to light Monday night when members 
of the Commission sat down with the five Selectmen, 
pointing out that a potential industry must be told what 
can be done in the way of furnishing utilities. How far the 
town will go, in labor, materials, and in money, must be 
spelled out so that there is no misunderstanding. 

And basically, of course, any industry will need to 
know this before making plans to construct a plant here. 

We hope the responsible town officials will talk this 
over thoroughly in the near future and come up with a plan 
that is reasonable financially while meeting the obvious 


requirements of any new industry. 
The solution can be found, of that there is little doubt. 
And the town must not be hesitant to move forward, 


spending what is necessary, when suitable answers to the 


problem are proposed. 


The town should also move quickly, and effectively as 
possible, to assist the Reichhold Chemical Co. in its 
efforts to gain better transportation facilities near its 
Lowell Junction plant. The firm is expanding, it likes 
Andover, and the community should give concrete evidence 
that it likes Reichhold equally well. Some positive action 


would furnish this proof. 


Parking Need Is Apparent 


It’s good to see the plans for off-street parking in the 


Main st. area progressing to a point where construction 
can begin when the weather permits. 


The need for this parking, 


apparent to most persons, 


grows daily. And even when the planned lot — with room 
for over 100 cars — is completed, we suspect there will 


be an obvious need for still more area for free parking. 


Thus it is necessary for the town and the merchants to 


continue working cooperatively towards development of 


practical parking areas. It is recalled that the town pro- 
mised to contribute some $10,000 towards the present 


area, with the merchants pledging the remainder. This 
hand-in-hand arrangement is continuing, tothe best of our 


knowledge, and should do so in the years to come,
